Most of the Senators have viewed 
the state of mind of the Kepresenta- 
tives-on roads with a tolerant atti- 
tude and have been hopeful that a 
good highway law would be obtained 
through agreeing that some amend- 
ments to the Halph blll passed by 
the Senate be accepted.
